Sach are the allegations, in substance, 


which are calmly and dispassionately ex- 
amined, and conclusively proved, in a pam- 
phlet of fourteen jagea, which we have 
just received from England. The affidavits 
and some other documents aro given, with 
names and dates, and quotations from acta 
of'parliament, and so much of compressed 
narrative and argument as is necessary to 
make the case intelligible. 
We should be 


glad to make a fuller exhibit of the matter 
than onr space will allow, but will endeav- 
or to make it as plain as we can in a few 
words. 


The Alabama, formerly the 290, is a 


wooden screw gun-boat, built by Messrs. 
Laird of Eirkenhead, near Liverpool, her 
keel laid in January, 1SG2, launched in 
April, and sailed from the Mersey the 2Dth 
of July. The builders made no secret that 
she was intended for a ship-of-war, and for 
a foreign government, but declined to state 
of what country, although public opinion 
was well settled on that point. Mr. Adams 
apprised Earl Russell, on the 23d;of June, 
that such a vessel was nearly ready for her 
departure, built by a firm, one of wbom 
waa then sitting as a member of parlia- 
ment, under direction of agents of the 
southern insurgents, known as such by an 
intercepted letter which Mr. A. had pre 


redress; and that the Britis&i government 
wonld speedily have found means of patting 
an end to her career." 
j 


It is to be" borne in mind that there was 


no want of evidence, no .want of aothority, 
and no want of opportunity. The enlist- 
ment of the men was as open and notorious 
aa the fitting out of the1 .vessel, and equally 
a violation of the statute. The officers of 
customs are .expressly empowered to seize 
such vessels in the same manner as they 
do. in cases of suspected .riolationa of4he 
customs or excise.' And any other person 
is authorised'to prosecute, with right:to half 
the penalty _that, may be imposed. In a 
word,, the thing, could have been.stopped-if 
the government or people had wished to stop 
it... The Alabama:, went-to sea .because so 
many thought it a good thing, and so many 
others, thought il;a good joke,"to injure the 
commerce of the United States. 


We only ad.d in.conclusion a single sug- 


gestion, which.,is, that the gravest conse 
iuencea;are likely to %TOW, hereafter out of 
;his and'kindred cases, and that it should 
ae the special care of all parties who may 
suffer loss by these pirates to procure and 
>reserve the most ample documentary proof 
n every instance and of every material cir- 
cumstance, in the belief, that, at a future 
lay, nnder.this or'another administration, 
he government of .this country will feel 
>ouud to make effective reclamations nt 
he hand of England. As the ship-yards of 
Great Britain nre now full of war vessels,

all three vessels still under the British flag. 
Semmes then took the command, -'ran up 
the confederate flog, and christened her the 
" Alabama." It is said that most of the 
crew belong to the " English Naval Re- 
serve," are trained gunners, and are to re- 
ceive from the confederate government 
half the value of every American ship and 
cargo they destroy. 


After the horse wag gone, Earl Russell 


made a show of desire to do something, by 
promising to aend orders to have the pirate 
stopped at Nassua; bat those orders, if 
they were sent, came to nothing—the ves- 
sel is at home in every British port in the 
West Indies, and has just visited Kingston 
and remained several days, for repairs and 
supplies, her officers being treated with the 
greatest consideration by those of the Brit- 
ish army and navy. As she has never en- 
tered a confederate port, it is held that she 
has never changed her nationality, bnt is 
still a British ship, and amenable to British 
law. But if she has become a confederate 
man-of war, she was acquired by an open 
violation of British law, and it is the duty 
of Great Britian, having acknowledged the 
insurgents as billigerents, to compel them 
to redress the insult to her laws, as well as 
to make ample amends to the United States 
for a flagrant breach of neutrality, to say 
nothing of comity of friendship.
